The observations are being made by

tain, a few miles north of tbe crater, 
where the forest service last year kept 
watch on the numerous eruption* 
which occurred from May to Septem- 
ber. 


It Is not known whether a cloud- 


burst started tbe last eruption by pre- 
cipitating rain down upon the molten 
lava in the crater, or whether melting 
of the snow on the peak, with conse- 
quent flowing of water into tbe crater, 
caused the accumulation, of steam 
which blew a river of mud out of tbe 
mountain. 
Mr. Dlller, who made a 


study of tbe volcano last year, said 
that be Inclined toward the melted 
snow theory, adding that the bright 
glow reported a* appearing on the 
clouds of emoks and steam over the 
crater is a reflection of the,red-hot 
matter uncovered by tbe eruption, in- 
dicating that the volcano Is In a more 
or less dangerous mood.

YELLOW CITRUS TREES 


. ARE IN NEED OP AMMONIA 


During the rainy season a great 


deal of plant food i* lost from the 
surface soil through leaching. 
The 


nitrates and nitrite* that are available 
to the plant are especially subject to 
the leaching process. Even where 
such plants as citrus trees occupy the 
land all the time, the almost inces- 
sant percolation of the water washes 
the foods away from the roots. 


If the foliage of citrus trees begins 


to turn yellow or If that of any of 
tbe heavy bearing 
branches loses 


color, or the trouble Is probably a 
lack of ammonia. The fruit is unable 
to get the necessary supply of nitro- 
gen compounds from tbe soil and so 
tbe leaves are robbed. 
When such 


yellowing occurs, B. F. Floyd of the 
University of Florida experiment sta- 
tion recommends that some quickly 
available form of ammonia 
be 
ap- 


plied. Nitrate of soda or sulfate of 
ammonia are the most quickly avail- 
able forms, but care should be exer- 


teach readily. .

ly than guavas. There is something 
about that unique guava flavor which 
hits the spot and calls for more. How- 
ever, guava jelly making', to get the 
right color, the right S9t, End the pal- 
ate-tickling1-flavor, 
requires faithful 


observance of well established meth- 
ods. 


Housewives Inexperienced with the 


peculiarities bf guavas have had trou- 
ble in keeping the sugar from precip- 
itating, in keeping the right flavor 
and color, and in getting the juice to 


John Belling of the University 


of Florida Experiment Sstation finds 
that these troubles are caused ty the 
lack of the proper proportions of the 
various constituents. 
If the guavas 


are cooked in a double boiler without 
water, equal amounts cf the resulting 
juice and sugar will yield a gcod jel- 
ly. It has been found that the juice 
from two pound's of ripe guavas with 
one pound of 
sugar 
gave 
no*, 


quite one and one-half pounds of jel- 
ly. If considerable water is added to 
the guavas as they cook, more juice 
and less sugar should le used. 


As the jelly mixture tolls the water 


evaporates, and the temperature rises 
as the mixture becomes more dense 
or, concentrated. The time to stop 
cooking Is determined by the temper- 
ature of the jelly. By a series of ex- 
periments, the best jelly was produc- 
ed when boiling 
was- stopped at 


235 degrees Fahrenheit.or 113 degrees 
Centigrade. Either the Fahrenheit or 
Centigrade thermometer which will 
read 300 and 150 degrees rsepectively 
can he purchased at a lo-al tirug 
'store at.small cost. Remove, the ves- 
sel from the flame for a f:w seconds 
if/the bubbling interferes with taking 
the "(emperature.

HOUSE OF INSECTS 


There are 
various househo'd In 


secticides on the market which in 
the language of the lables pasted on 
the container thereof are a panacea 
Cor the housewife's Insect troubles 
Some of these are very good, but 
they are expensive and in most ca 
they are nothing more, or better, 
than kerosene or coal cil, according 
to Dr. E. W. Bei'ger, entorr.o ogist 
to the state plant board. 


A gallon of the commercial insecti- 


cides often costs' $1. The kerosene 
can'be bought 
for 
from 10 to IB 


cents and it is just as effective as 
the other. 
It may be applied full 


strength with an atomizer or spray or 
it may be applied with a spo;ige 
Bwab, sprinkler or spouted can. Bed 
bugs, buffalo moths, and various oth- 
er household pests are readily con- 
trolled. 


The use of kerosene for this pur-1 


pose will not cause odors very long.; 
C'aeollne is good, but extreme care 
should be taken in using it, especial- 
ly around the house where a spark 
Would explofle the *»s«s.

thorax or abdomen after a bayonet 
fight afe left on the field of battle 
to die, owing to the impossibility pt 
getting them to a base hospital,, is 
the startling declaration of tr.

B. Bissell, a New York specialist,, 
who has just returned from England, 
where he had been instructing Eng- 
lish surgeons In the use of radium 
for the cure of septic wounds.

British surgeon who Is a colonel In 
the royal army corps and In charge 
of one of the largest military hos- 
pitals in Great Britain, told me," 
said Dr. Bissell, "that It was the rula 
of a surgeon In the field to give a 
hypodermic Injection of morphine to 
soldiers with bayonet wounds In the 
thorax or the abdomen. and leave 
them there to die in peace. In a few 
rare cases the men so wounded live 
long enough after the morphine in- 
jection, ta be picked up and carried 
to the base hospital for operations.''

nurses teaching these men all over 
again," explained the professor.

The dull 
roar dissolved itself into innumerable 
sounds and noises With faint shrieks, 
like scared little birds, the French in 
fantry bullets whizzed over our heads, 
the machine guns rattled, shrapnels 
exploded with a deafening roar and 
the great howitzers spit out their 
charges with a gurgling sound. Every 
Instrument of murder and destruction 
was In action. 


"Covered by earthworks and sand- 


hills we slowly moved along. We were 
told that about this time of the night 
the battle was generally becoming 
less violent, but after we had passed 
the last houses of a village a veritable 
hell broke loose. On a hill about fifty, 
yards from us a French shell exploded, 
and then another one. We tried to 
reach the nearest shelter, but shells 
struck on all sides of us, mowing down 
the trees, tearing gr*at craters into 
the field and meadow and sending a 
hail of sand and stones over us as 
they exploded. 


"All the devils of hell seemed to 


have escaped. A fearful concert split 
our ears and racked our nerves. In In- 
organic, distorted rhythms and hun- 
dreds of discordant sounds the satanlc 
symphony roared over the country, 
shrieking, howling, grinding, rattling 
and at times almost laughing. The 
earth trembled 'beneath our feet, more 
terrors to the hellish concert above 
and around us. 


At last we reached the shelter and 


here, safe-as in a box of a theater, we 
watched the indescribable spectacle. 
We were as if in a trance, completely 
carried away by the wild dance of 
death before our eyes. Near the bomb- 
proof shelter the 
soldiers moved 


around with serious, calm faces. The 
rain of sheila and fire seemed to have 
no terrors for them, as they did not 
even hasten their steps when they 
passed a particularly dangerous spot. 
And a year ago most of them were 
peaceful citizens and civilians like 
myself, and my colleagues. What men 
war has made of them! 


"The night of horrors seemed end- 


less, but at last a weak ray of light, 
which fell Into our shelter, and the 
warbling of a lark told us that morn- 
ing was near. 
Still the guns were 


thundering and roaring, but as the 
sun slowly began to rise the firing 
ceased. For a few minutes not a shot 
was heard and in the pale twilight my 
overheated brain drew a fanciful pic- 
ture of a God walking over the land 
and commanding peace. 


"The dream was short, however. 


French shells came again tearing 
through the air, our cannon answered 
and the small guns chimed In. With- 
in ten minutes the battle raged as vio- 
lently again, all during the long night. 
Hell had only taken a breath."

The number of visitors to, the ex 


position reached 9,000,000 the week 
of our sojourn in San Francisco. As 
they poured in and out at the gates 
I continued to wonder where all the 
people came from. 


Sunday morning, July 27th, our 


party left San Francisco, my oldest 
brother and his wife for their home 
in La Crescenta, which Is one of the 
suburbs of Los Angeles, and I to ac- 
company' my younger brothers to 
Lindsay for a week's visit. That was 
a notably hot day in the San J«,aquin 
valley. The temperature at Fresno, a 
few hours' ride from Lindsay, regis- 
tered 110. At our boarding house in 
San Francisco, a brisk fire in the 
grate had made the room very com- 
fortable, for our breakfast, so that we 
really were much discomforted by the 
heat for several hours, otherwise we 
would have enjoyed the railroad trip 
on the Southern Pacific thoough the 
heart of one of the garden spots of 
California, the 
San Joaquin valley. 


For miles, In tact for most of the day, 
not a foot of soil did we see that wan 
not under cultivation. Grapes, water- 
melons, peaches, peas, all kinds of 
garden truck, flue citrus orchards In 
endless procession, It seemed enough 
to feed all Belgium, no doubt and 
then some. We reached Lindsay at 
6:00 o'clock, tired and 
dusty, and 


more than ready tb change for sum- 
mer suits. Before the next morning 
the thermometer dropped to SI, which

breezes from the nearby mountains 
made my stay In the liosp*la*ble little 
city very pleasant. It was much like 
Seabreeze summer climate. 


Lindsay is a growing town of 3,000, 


located In the heart of the San Joa- 
quin valley, with two railroad con" 
nections, the Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fe, the latter of which has just 
completed its line to this point and 
Is erecting a $20,000 depot. It has « 
large orange Industry and many pack- 
ing houses. At present it is feeling 
the effect of hard times, but It Is in 
a good financial condition and prop- 
erty values are high.x A $50,000 high 
school building speaks well for the 
educational progress of the people. I 
shall never forget the restful week 
with my brothers nor the feast of de- 
licious fruits. 


Sunday, August 1, I left Lindsay for 


Los Angeles to-visit my other brother, 
Joe Hawkins, and family at La Cres- 
centa, where I.had planned to spend 
the greater part of my three months' 
vacation. 
* 


Throughout the morning I was trav- 


eling through the San Joaquin valley, 
and prosperous farm aqd fruit land 
continued. Later we had a car win- 
dow'glimpse at rich oil fields of La 
Brea. It was studded with derricks 
used in lifting the oil, which was con- 
veyed .by pipes to tanks.' Side tracked 
I counted nearly 100 oil cars. The 
most Interesting part of the trip was 
making the loup on the Tehachepl 
range, Where the train goes through 
21 tunnelt and later comes back to 
the point of beginning and passed on 
top of 'the first tunnel. 
The trip 


through the Mojave desert was very 
hot, and passengers got out at every 
station to buy Ice cream, paying dou- 
ble price. It was 7:00 o'clock when 
t reached Los Angeles. My brother 
came In for me the next morning and 
we motored ont to his home at beau- 
tiful La Cretcenta In Sierra Madre 
mountains, 12 miles from Los An- 
geles, as & crow Hie*.

Remarkable Progress Made in 


Submarine Craft 


UMITICS FOA THE WOUNDED 


Increased Speed and Accuracy In At- 


tack Me*t Important Advance- 


Nation* In Feverish .Hut*' 


to Outdo Each Other. 


London.—The improvements which 


have been effected in the design and 
construction of submersible craft dur- 
ing the past few months have been 
little short of remarkable. At the end 
of last July the finest underwater I 
craft possessed by the admiralty were 
the nine new boats of the E class, dis- 
placing 728 tons on the surface and 
810 when submerged. These had a 
surface and submerged speed of 16 
and 10 knots respectively, carried two 
12-pounder guns and four tubes fir- 
ing 21-inch torpedoes. 


Almost at the very outbreak of hos- 


tilities the submersible, which had al- 
ways been looked upon as likely to 
prove of value for defensive purposes 
only, demonstrated its value as a 
weapon of offense. Immediately every 
nation began with feverish haste to 
lay down underwater craft of new and 
Improved design. 
Several of these 


boats are now In commission, and 
while for obvious reasons nothing may 
be said as to the new British ocean- 
going submersibles of the F, V and 
W classes, there are a Dumber of 
facts which may be made public re- 
garding the submersible craft of oth- 
er countries. 


The vessels Germany has completed 


and put in commission since last July 
are of from 800 to 1,000 tons displace- 
ment. Their length Is from 213 to 
S30 feet and they have a beam of 30 
leet. 
Photographs have been pub- 


lished of the XT-36, the vessel which 
captured the Dutchman, Batavier V. 
it has been remarked regarding her 
:hat It would seem that her very size 
exposed her unduly to danger In the 
narrow seas and the opinion has been 
vouchsafed that she will fall an easier 
prey than would some of the smaller 
submersibles should she be attacked 
iy destroyers. 


It Is not quite clear what that opin 


on Is founded upon and so far the 
Germans seem to have made very few 
mistakes In connection with their sub- 
marines. It Is not known how many 
boats of this size they possess, but it 
may be taken that since the end of 
July they have launched and fitted up 
at least nineteen of these big sub- 
mersible cruisers, one of which Is fit 
ed with engines of from 6,000 to 7,000 
lorsepower. 


The new German eubmerslbles are 


armed with four tui>es firing 
nch torpedoes, an "antiaircraft gun 
and two 14 pounders, and there is 
reason to believe that while the un 
derwater speed of these boats is only 
about 12 knotB at most their design 
s such that they can travel at 20 to 
24 knots on the surface.

During the rainy season a great 


deal of plant food 1* lost from the 
surface soli through leaching. The 
nitrates and nitrite* that are available 
to the plant are especially subject to 
the leaching process. Even where 
such plants as citrus trees occupy the 
land all the time, the almost inces- 
sant percolation of the water washes 
the foods away from the roots. 


If the foliage of citrus trees begins 


to turn yellow or If that of any of 
the heavy bearing 
branches loses 


color, or the trouble is probably a 
lack of ammonia. The fruit is unable 
to get the necessary supply of nitro- 
gen compounds from tbe soil and so 
the leaves are robbed. When such 
yellowing occurs, B. F. Floyd of the 
University of Florida experiment sta- 
tion recommends that some quickly 
available form of ammonia be ap- 
plied. Nitrate of soda or sulfate of 
ammonia are the most quickly avail- 
able forms, but care should be exer-

There is someth ng 
about that unique guava flavor which 
hits the spot and calls for more. How- 
ever, guava jelly making-, lo get the 
right color, the right S5t, End the pal- 
ate-tickling' flavor, 
recuires faithful 


obsei vance of well established meth- 
ods. 


Housewives Inexperienced with the 


peculiarities of guavas have had trou- 
ble in keeping the sugar from precip- 
itating, in keeping the r.jht flavor 
and color, and in getting the juice to 
jell}'. John Belling of the University 
of Florida Experiment Sstation finds 
that these troubles are caused ty the 
lack of the proper proportions of the 
various constituents. 
If the guavas 


are cooked in a double boiler without 
water, equal amounts cf the resulting 
juice and sugar will yield a gcod jel- 
ly. It has been found that the juice 
from two pounds of ripe guavas with 
one pound of 
sugar 
gave 
no*, 


quite one and one-half pounds of jel- 
ly. If considerable water is added to 
the guavas as they cook, more juice 
and less sugar should le used. 


As the jelly mixture toils the water 


evaporates, and the temperature rises 
as the mixture becomes more dense 
or concentrated. The time to stop 
cooking is determined by the temper- 
ature of the jelly. By a series of ex- 
periments, the best jelly was produc- 
ed when boiling 
wa» stopped at 


235 degrees Fahrenheit.or 113 degrees 
Centigrade. Either the Fahrenheit or 
Centigrade thermometer which will

Men Recovering From Sever* Wound* 


Mult B* Taught to Talk a* Chil- 


dren—Cant Frame Word*— 
Phyilelani Explain Work. 


By KARL H. VON WIEGAND. 
(United Pr«»» BtaB Correspondent.) 
Laon, France.—Today I law men 


being taught to talk again. In the 
"human repair shops," the great Ger- 
man field hospitals, these men were 
learning anew the use of brains; 
tongue, hands and feet They had re- 
ceived their baptism of fire. Bullet, 
shrapnel, broken shell, all had done 
their work. And now medical science 
was doing its utmost to restore the 
victims to partial normality. 


This is the third time that Laon has 


been in possession of the Germans, 
first in 1814 and again in 1870, but 
this time, only was the city taken with- 
out fearful bloodshed. The main hos- 
pital is improvised, a large roomy 
school building, well lighted and aired. 
In front is a large bronze monument 
erected to three young Frenchmen— 
francs-tireurs—executed by the Ger- 
mans in 1870 for sniping. Singularly 
enough this monument is unscathed. 


Professor Brockenhelmer, in charge, 


and Doctor Luetkenmueller, chief sur- 
geon, explained the work. They care 
for 2,100 severe cases, but the light 
wounded are given first aid treatment 
and sent back to the home bases, as 
this is too close to the actual front 
to permit keeping any wounded that 
can be moved More than a score of 
cases, French and German alike, where 
trephining operations had been nee- 
cessary, were shown. It was a singu- 
lar picture. 
Through the windows 


came the deep, low bass note of dis- 
tant guns killing, smashing, tearing, 
maiming the human "tenpins." Here1 
they were being patched up. Nurses 
sat by bedsides of friend and foe alike, 
bathing fevered brows and teaching 
pale-faced bearded men to speak the 
most simple words, telling them the 
names of objects and putting words 
together into sentences. 


"What is this?" asked Professor 


Brockenheimar, noidmg a pencil be- 
fore a bearded warrior from whose 
skull he had cut a splinter ot steel. 
The lips trembled 
Then came the 


feeble answer: "Pencil." 


I held out a cigarette and asked 


what it was. The man's lips moved 
a«d a look came on his face which 
seemed to say that he, knew what it 
was but couldn't say. Then Professor 
Bockenheimer came to the rescue. 
"What do we do with this?" he asked. 
An apparent tremendous mental flaffort 
and then the reply: "Smoke." 


"Correct," said the professor; "now 


what is it?" This time the brain and 
tongue worked and the answer was 
correct. 


"Hours have to be spent by the 


nurses teaching these men all over 
again," explained the professor. "It 
requires unending patience and per- 
severance." 


Many cases of plastic surgery were 


shown. ' Men with most of their faces 
smashed away were being brought 
back to life with parts of their bodies 
being grafted on to cover the terrible 
gaping holes. Many would be much 
better dead, but the doctors feel It U 
their duty to save all they can 


"We do not ask the wounded 


whether they want to live or die,1 
explained Professor Bockenheimer. 


At the main French hospital Profes- 


sor Manasse of Stuttgart was in 
charge Here, too, nurses were teach- 
ing men to talk again and terrible 
wrecks of humanity were being 
patched up.

yards from us a French shell exploded 
and then another one. We tried to 
reach the nearest shelter, but shell 
struck on all sides of us, mowing down 
the trees, tearing great craters into 
the field and meadow and sending a 
hail of sand and stones over us as 
they exploded. 


"All the devils of hell seemed to 


have escaped. A fearful concert spll 
our ears and racked our nerves. In in 
organic, distorted rhythms and nun 
dreds of discordant sounds the satanic 
symphony roared over the country 
shrieking, howling, grinding, rattling 
and at times almost laughing. Th 
earth trembled 'beneath our feet, more 
terrors to the hellish concert above 
and around us. 


At last we reached the shelter and 


here, safe-as in a box of a theater, we 
watched the indescribable spectacle 
We were as if in a trance, completely 
carried away by the wild dance of 
death before our eyes. Near the bomb 
proof shelter the soldiers moved 
around with serious, calm faces. The 
rain of shells and fire seemed to have 
no terrors for them, as they did not 
even hasten their steps when they 
passed a particularly dangerous spot 
And a year ago most of them were 
peaceful citizens and civilians like 
myself, and my colleagues. What men 
war has made of them! 


"The night of horrors seemed end 


less, but at last a weak ray ot light 
which fell into our shelter, and the 
warbling of a lark told us that morn- 
Ing waa near. 
Still the guns were 


thundering and roaring, but as the 
aun slowly began to rise the firing 
ceased. For a few minutes not a shot 
waa heard and in the pale twilight my 
overheated brain drew a fanciful pic- 
ture of a God walking over the land 
and commanding peace. 


"The dream waa short, however. 


French sheila came again tearini 
through the air, our cannon answered 
and the small gum chimed In. With 
in ten minute* the battle raged a* vio- 
lently again, all during the long night.

surrounded us on every side, 
man less than President Wilson could 
have kept us longer in the jam on 
the slight possibility of getting near 
enough to hear his words. 


San* Francisco has. many attractions 


outside of the exposition. We spent 
delightful hours on the beach and din- 
ing at the famous 
Cliff 
house at 


Piedmont park, Berkley 
university, 


and other points of interest were vis 
Ited. 


One of the bright Incidents of my 


trip across the continent was a half 
day spent with Mrs. Alice M. Mitchell, 
who now has a pleasant 
home at 


Berkeley, but was formerly a resident 
of Daytona Beach, and has many 
friend; on both sides of the 'Halifax. 


The number of visitors to, the ex- 


position reached 9,000,000 the week 
of our sojourn in San Francisco. As 
they poured in and out at the gates 
I continued to wonder where all the 
people came from. 


Sunday morning, July 27th, our 


party left San Francisco, my oldest 
brother and his wife for their home 
in La Crescenta, which is one of the 
suburbs of Los Angeles, and I to ac- 
company' my younger brothers to 
Lindsay for a week's visit. That was 
a notably hot day in the San J^aquin 
valley. The temperature at Fresno, a 
few hours' ride from Lindsay, regis- 
tered 110. 
At our boarding house in 


San Francisco, a brisk fire in the 
grate had made the room very com- 
fortable, for our breakfast, so that we 
really were much discomforted by the 
heat for several hours, otherwise we 
would have enjoyed the railroad trip 
on the Southern Pacific thoough the 
heart of one of the garden spots of 
California, the 
San Joaquin valley. 


For miles, in tact for most of the day, 
not a foot of soli did we see that wan 
not under cultivation. Grapes, water- 
melons, peaches, peas, all kinds of 
garden truck, fine citrus orchards in 
endless procession, it seemed enough 
to feed all Belgium, no doubt and 
then some'. We reached Lindsay at 
6:00 o'clock, tired and 
dusty, and 


.more than ready tb change for sum- 
mer suits. Before the next morning 
the thermometer dropped to SI, which 
with the 
free 
circulation of 
the 


breezes from the nearby mountains 
made my stay In the hospwble little 
city very pleasant. It was much like 
Seabreeze summer climate. 


Lindsay Is a growing town of 3,000, 


located in the heart of the San Joa- 
quin valley, with two railroad con- 
nections, the Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fe, the latter of which has just 
completed its line to this point and 
is erecting a $20,000 depot. It has a 
large orange Industry and many pack- 
ing houses. At present it is feeling 
the effect of hard times, but It la in 
a good financial condition and prop- 
erty values are hlgh.x A $50,000 high 
school building speaks well for the 
educational progress of the people. I 
shall never forget the restful week 
with my brothers nor the feast of de- 
licious fruits. 


Sunday, August 1, I left Lindsay for 


Los Angetes to-visit my other brother, 
Joe Hawkins, and family at La Cres- 
centa, where I.had planned to spend 
the greater part of my three months' 
vacation.

Throughout the morning I was trav- 


eling through the San Joaquin valley, 
and prosperous farm and fruit land 
continued. Later we had a car win- 
dow'glimpse at rich oil fields of La 
Brea. It was studded with derricks 
used in lifting the oil, which was con- 
veyed Jsy pipes to tanks.'Side tracked 
I counted nearly 100 oil cars. The 
most Interesting part of the trip was 
making the loup on the Tehachepl 
range, where the train goe» through 
21 tunnels and later comes back to 
the point of beginning and passed on 
top of 'the first tunnel. 
The trip 


through the Mojave desert was very 
hot, and passengers got out at every 
station to buy Ice cream, paying dou- 
ble price. It was 7:00 o'clock when 
1 reached Los Angele*. My brother 
came In for me the next morning and 
we motored out to hi* home at beau- 
tiful La Creicenta In Sierra Madre 
mountain*, 12 miles from Lot An- 
gele*, a* ft crow Die*.

ITICS FOR THE WOUNDED 


Remarkable Progress Made 


Submarine Craft 


in 


IneriiMd Speed and Accuracy In At- 


tack Me*t Important Advance- 


Nation* In Fcverlth .Hut*' 


to Outdo Each Other. 


London.—The improvements which 


have been effected in the design and 
construction of submersible craft dur- 
ing the past few months have been 
little short of remarkable. At the end 
of last July the finest underwater 
craft possessed by the admiralty were 
the nine new boats of the E class, dis- 
placing 728 tons on the surface and 
810 when submerged. These had a 
surface and submerged speed of 16 
and 10 knots respectively, carried two 
12-pounder guns and four tubes fir- 
ing 21-Inch torpedoes. 


Almost at the very outbreak of hos- 


tilities the submersible, which had al- 
ways been looked upon as likely to 
prove of value for defensive purposes 
only, demonstrated its value as a 
weapon of offense. Immediately every 
nation began with feverish haste to 
lay down underwater craft of new and 
Improved design. 
Several of these 


boats are now In commission, and 
while for obvious reasons nothing may 
be said as to the new British ocean- 
going submersibles of the F, V and 
W classes, there are a number of 
facts which may be made public re- 
garding the submersible cfaft of oth- 
er countries. 


The vessels Germany has completed 


and put in commission since last July 
are of from 800 to 1,000 tons displace- 
ment. Their length is from 213 to 


I feet and they have a beam of 30 


feet 
Photographs have been pub- 


lished of the XT-36, the vessel which 
captured the Dutchman, Batavier V. 
It has been remarked regarding her 
that It would seem that her very size 
exposed her unduly to danger in the 
narrow seas and the opinion has been 
vouchsafed that she will fall an easier 
prey than would some of the smaller 
submersibles should she be attacked 
by destroyers. 


It is not quite clear what that opin- 


ion Is founded upon and so far the 
Germans seem to have made very few 
mistakes in connection with their sub- 
marines. It Is not known how many 
boats of this size they possess, but it 
may be taken that since the end of 
July they have launched and fitted up 
at least nineteen of these big sub- 
mersible cruisers, one of which Is fit- 
ted with engines of from 6,000 to 7,000 
horsepower. 


The new German submersibles are 


armed with four tubes firing 19%- 
Inch torpedoes, an "antiaircraft gun 
and two 14 pounders, and there la 
reason to believe that while the un- 
derwater speed of these boats is only 
about 12 knotB at most their design 
IB such that they can travel at 20 to 
24 knots on the surface. 


But it Is not only in speed and size 


that developments have been made. 
The "sight" of the submarine has 
been improved and the modern perl- 
scope 1* fitted with a compass by 
which it is now possible for a helms- 
man to steer to fractions of a degree 
Instead of to one-quarter points as 
before. The accuracy with which a 
torpedo can be fired Is greatly In- 
creased by this and In the newest 
boats It is possible to obtain the bear- 
ings of an enemy ship some, miles 
away and set a course which without 
the periscope having to be shown 
above water, will bring the boat to a 
point from which a torpedo may be 
9red with absolute certainty of its 
hitting its target
